The flames spread from the Minis-

The main facts of it are that fewer 
children between the ages of one and 
14 died from discase than ever ber 
fore In Britain's history, and fewer 
than two mothers in ‘every thousand 
died in childbirth, ‘The aleath rate 
was lower than 1039, fn which year, 
necording to the report, there were 
deerenses then considered “almost 
phenomennt.”

rate, too, sugeests that the eniidren 
are of better physique than those of 
1940 or before the war.

Monetary ; 
Fund On 
Gold Deais 


Washington, June 24. 

The International Monetary 
Fund—one of the two Bretton 
Woods ' institutions—has — re- 
quested all its member coun- 
tries to take prompt action io 
stop transactions ..in gold at 
prices above monetary parity, it 
was confirmed here today. 

Tho Fund issued the following 
statement: 

The International Monetary Fund 

‘hag given consideration to the inter- 
rational gold transactions at prices 
substantially above fhe monctary 
parity which havo been taking place 
in various areas of the world, Be- 
cause of the importance of this 
matter the Fund, bas prepared this 
statement of its views. i 

A primary purposa of the Fund is 
world exchange stability, and It is 
the considered opinion of the Fund 
that exchange stability may oe 
undermined by continued and In- 
creasing external purchases ond 
sales of gold at prices which directly 
or Indirectly produce exchange 
transactions at depreciated rates. 

From information at its -disposal, 
‘the Fund belleves that unless dis- 
couraged this practice is likely to 
become extensive, - which would 
fundamentally disturb the exchange 
relationships among the members of 
the Fund. Morcover, these transic- 
tions involve a lors to monetary re. 
serves, since much of the gold goes 
Into private hoards rather than 
into central holdings. « 

Through Non-Member States 

For these reasons, the Fund 
strongly deprecates international 
transactions in gold at premium 
prices and recommends that all of 
its. members take effective action 
to prevent such transactions in gold 
with other countries or with the 
nationals of other countries. 

It is realised that some of these 
transactions are being conductea by 
or through non-member countries 
or thelr nationals, The Fund re- 
commends that members make any 
representations which, In thelr judg- 
ment, are warranted by the circum- 
stances, to the governments of non- 
member countries to join with them 
In eliminating 
|change instability. 

The Fund has not overlooked the 
problemy arising in connection with 
domestic transactions in gold at 
prices above parity. The conclusion 


-was_.reached ..that..the. Fund_would. 


not object at this -timo to ‘such 
transactions unless they have the 
effect of establishing new rates of 
exchange or undermining existing 
rates of other members, or unless 


they result in a significant wealken-: 


Ing of ‘the {nternational financial 
position of a member might affect 
its utilisation of the Fund's resources. 
The Fund has requested its mem- 
bers to take actlon os promptly as 
possible to put into effect the re- 
commendations contained ,in . this 
statement.—Reuter.
